The Fair season of 1883 is now over, and 
a brief retrospection may not be unprofita- 
ble. Over fitty State, county and town. 
shows have been held in Maine during the 
past four weeks, and it is safe to say that 
never were Maine Fairs better attended or 
more attractive, or more profitable. We 
have personally attended eight of these 
Fairs, and would have attended more had 
the time of holding them been so fixed as 
to have made it possible. But over thirty 
were going on at the same time, and like 
other mortals, the editor of the FARMER 
can only be in one place at the same time. 
Those Fairs which we have attended have 
been good without exception, and afford 
great encouragement to those who are inter- 
ested in Maine agriculture. 

The exhibits made at all our Fairs have 
been good, and indicate great improvement 
within the past few years. Itis a well es- 
tablished fact that the selection of the best 
products of the farm, year after year, and 
the showing of them at our Fairs, placing 
them side by side with the products of 
other farms, tends to stimulate to greater 
efforts at improvement. Fairs also have an 
important educational influence which 
should not be overlooked. Farmers here 
learn the names, appearance and qualities 
of new breeds of stock, new sorts of fruits. 
and new varieties of farm and garden 
products. This feature of our exhibition 
is of great importance. When a new fruit 
oranew variety of grain or vegetable is 
produced, through the means of these 
annual gatherings, its good qualities are 
made known and it soon becomes distrib- 
uted all over the country. Inno other way 
could the merits of new varieties of farm 
products become known, and by no other 
means would they become so quickly and 
so generally distributed. 

Our State Fair and also the Eastern 
Maine, enjoyed beautiful weather, and the 
same is true of nearly all*our county and 
town shows. The weather during the first 
week in October was a little cold, but the 
shows held that week were quite success- 
ful. We say then that the progress among 
Maine farmers, as indicated by the Fairs of 
1883, is very marked and most encouraging. 
It is shown in more thoroughbred and high 
grade stock of all kinds, including horses ; 
it is shown in the improved quality of our 
dairy products which have advanced at least 
twenty-five per cent. within the past five 
years, and also largely increased in quantity ; 
it is shown in our fruit exhibits and in the 
exhibits of field and garden crops, and in 
no department is it more clearly exhibited 
than in the display of poultry. All this 
indicates greater discrimination in selection, 
more painstaking care in production, and a 
higher appreciation of the duties and re- 
sponsibilities of intelligent husbandry. It 
shows that there is a boom in Maine agri- 
culture all along the line, and we would 
impress upon our readers the importance 
of keeping the ball in motion. Maine as 
an agricultural State, has great possibili- 
ties, and all that is needed to fully realize 
this fact, is development, a steady and per- 
sistent following by all of the methods 
which our advanced farmers have adopted, 
and the value of which they are demon- 
strating year after year. 

Our Fairs this year have been well 
attended, and largely. so far as we bave 
been able to judge, by those who sincerely 
desire improvement in their business. Ini- 
proved stock has been carefully secured; 
new varieties of grain and vegetables have 
been carefully examined and their merits 
inquired into; new varieties of fruit have 
received no little share of attention; im- 
proved dairying and apiculture have been 
discussed, and last but not least, the dis- 
plays of new and improved implements 
and machinery for expediting and making 
easier the labor of the farm, have formed 
constant centres of attraction. Some 
doubtless have attended from other mo- 
tives, to kill time perhaps, to meet their 
friends, or from mere idie curiosity. To 
such it is about so much time wasted. 
Others are attracted by baser motives, im- 
proving the opportunities it affords for dis- 
sipation, gambling and pocket-picking. -To 
these classes the grandest display of stock 
has no attraction. They get no ideas and

Fall Plowing. 

The recent rains have been favorable for 
fall plowing, and the good farmer will 
avail himself of the opportunity. Fall 
plowing saves valuable time in the spring 
and can be done with benefit upon almost 
all soils. It is the only time when deep 
plowing of most soils is admissible, and it 
is certainly the best season in which to 
turn up heavy lands.’ Much has been said 
and written in favor of deep plowing, and 
we know that much mischief has been done 
by applying the principle in an indiscrimi- 
nate and injudicious manner. Some farm- 
ers have been too ready to take the mis- 
chievous advice of mere theorists, and have 
wasted iabor and lost crops by deep plow- 
ing at the. wrong season. And yet the 
theory advanced seemed very reasonable, 
and was true with certain limitations, that 
the soil would be greatly improved by deep 
plowing. 

But it should be constantly borne in mind 
that there is a limit to every good thing 
which limit, if passed, becomes an evil and 
an injury, gnd the limit to which deep plow- 
ing is admissible is very narrow. It can 
only be done with safety in autumn when 
the winter’s exposure may have time to 
work upon the raw soil and mellow it by 
its beneficial action, and that this soil may 
be re-plowed and re-turnedin the spring, 
and be more intimately mixed withthe upper 
soil. 

It can only be done by gradual and 
moderate penetration, and disturbance of 
the hitherto unused soil, so that its ad- 
mixture with the upper soil, may not be in 
too liberal proportions. The kind of soil 
too, has much to do with the propriety of 
the operation, for there are many soils 
which may be utterly ruined by deep plow- 
ing. Also, there are other soils which 
would be damaged by turning up at this 
season. The subject of deep plowing should 
then be considered with great care. Asa 
rule, heavy, stiff and hard-pan soils are 
best plowed in the fall, and the rougher 
they are left the more will they be acted 
upon by the frost, and the more thoroughly 
pulverized. Light soils are to be plowed 
with caution and to secure some well consid- 
ered purpose. Even the simple subject of 
plowing requires judgment, forethought, 
skill and a knowledge of cause and effect.

Mr. John Stewart, a noted dairyman of 
the Northwest, draws some striking com- 
parisons which he illustrates with figures 
between the loss and profit of making but- 
ter by the dairy and creamery systems. 
He puts the necessary expense of fixing up 
a private dairy for thirty cows at $500 for 
buildings and fixtures. He says: ‘‘We will 
suppose that there are twenty men living in 
a radius of three miles, who have dairies 
of thirty cows each ; they all decide to pre- 
pare for dairying ; they invest in buildings 
and fixtures, each $500. This foots up in 
the aggregate $10,000; interest on this at 
western rates at $1,000 perannum. Add to 
this the cost of repairs and replacement of 
fixtures, and at the end of ten years it foots 
up the snug sum of $30,000. Suppose the 
same men decide to go on the co-operative 
plan; they invest $2,000 in buildings and 
fixtures—this sum is all that is required to 
take care of the milk of 600 cows; interest 
on the sum would be $200 per annum, add 
repairs, and in ten years it has grown to

I freely admit 
that public opinion and the law of the 
State recognize and esteem it a virtue, but 
does this make it so? 

Public opinion and the constitution of 
the United States recognized and esteemed 
the slave trade a moral act and a virtue for 
twenty years. Slavery fifty years ago was 

zed as amoral aet by the majority 
of the people and the iaw of every State in 
the Union. If a slave was fortunate 
enough to escape toatree State, he was 
locked up in prison until he could be re- 
turned. Ifa minister ventured to preach 
against slavery he was stigmatized as a 
dabbler in politics. Less than fifty years 
ago when | was walking the street I heard 
a,man say, “there goes a long heel.” And 
less than forty years ago 1 was reproved 
by a brother of the church for speaking 
against slavery on the Sabbath day. An 
another brother said to me that he thought 
it wrong to preach against slavery on the 
Sabbath because it would strengthen the 
third party, which he believed to be wrong. 

Polygamy is believed by the Mormon 
chureh and many others to be a moral act. 
And what Christ declares to be adultery, is 
esteemed to be not only a moral act but a 
virtuous act, by the laws of all the States, 
and by the majority of the citizens and 
church members and ministers of the Gos- 
pel, so far as my knowledge extends, ex- 
cept the Catholics.

We continue our reports of agricultural 
shows and fairs, reported especially for the 
FARMER: 

North New Portland. 


The North New Portland Show and Fair 
was held at the “North Village,” Thursday 
Oct. 11. Pres.,H. F. Weymouth; Secy., 
Cc. A. Wilbur; Marshal, Edgar Millay; 
Com. of agrangements, J. J. Walker, E. P. 
Viles and Chas. B. Knapp. ‘The weather 
was all thatcould have been desired, and 
the show, especially in the neat stock de- 
partment, exceeded the expectations of 
those most interested. Nearly or quite 
150 head of cattle, about 100 merino sheep, 
and a creditable show of horses were on 
the grounds. The show was worthy of 
commendation, not only on account of 
numbers, but quality, there mae. many 
nice, and quite anumber of very nice ani- 
mals exhivited. 

Abel Davis showed a herd of 18, compris- 
ing 16 oxen and steers and one pair of 
grade Hereford heifers. His best four 
years old steers girthed 6 ft. 8 in., a nicely 
matched pair of white heads. He had 2 
and 3 years old steers, nicely matched, 
girthiog from 6 to 64¢ ft. A. Hutchins 
showed a herd of 14 oxen and steers. G. 
Lishernees showed his whole farm herd, 
comprising one pair oxen, 4 grade Durham 
cows, 2 heifers and a pair of steer calves, 
all good animals. H. B. Luce, Lexington, 
showed a herd of 9, consisting of 1 stock 
cow, a pair of traimed three years old 
heifers for which he refused $100 a year 
since, one of which girths 644 feet, 1 pair 
steers three we old, a yearling bull, 
grade Hereford from the stock of Moses 
French, Solon, 1 pair two years old steers, 
strong 6 feet, good ones, 1 odd yearling 
steer 5 ft. 3 in., and 2 bull calves, the latter 
pair sired by the Burrill bull. E. Millay 
showed a pair of Durham bulls four years 
old. J. Cuase showed a pair of logging 
oxen 7¢ ft., a rugged pair. Wm. Parsons, 
J. Churchill and vthers, showed beef oxen. 
The best matched oxen on the grounds 
were shown by C. W. Dyer, I. Albee and 
E. Dyer. Very nice four year old oxen 
were shown by Avel Davis, L. H. Moulton 
and E. H. Day. The best pair of 3 bd 
old steers exhibited were those of John 
Caldwell, grade Hereford, about 7 ft., 
weight 3115 lb.

The new Buxton and Hollis Agricultural 
Society ,chartered by the last legisiature.held 
their first cattle sbow under their charter, at 
Buxton Lower Corner, on the Societies’ 
grounds, Oct. 2d, 3d and 4th. ‘The farmers 
of York county raise, keep, and work large 
numbers of oxen. ‘I‘hese were out in long 
strings. The town of Buxton showed 37 
pairs in their team, and the team from the 
opposite side of the river, from the towns 
of Hollis, Dayton and Waterboro, number- 
ed 57 pairs. In all there were 110 pairs on 
exhibition. Among them were many fine 
pairs, yet on the whole they did not show 
80 high blood and consequently so uniform 
amake as in those sections of the State 
where blood stock has been kept in larger 
numbers for breeding purposes. 

Two lots of thoroughbred cattle were 
shown. Shorthorns by Ezekiel Deering, 
Waterboro, and Jersey cows by Ralph 
Kay, Dayton. 

Stock entries numbered 144. Hall entries 
365 on the first day. 

‘There was a large collection of choice 
vegetables upon the tables. E. ‘I’. Burnham, 
Hollis, showed a collection of 25 varieties 
of potatoes, all of them named and popular 
kinds, and all of them large and smooth 
sumples. Deservedly they attracted much 
attention. There was also a creditable 
number of samples of corn in the trace, all 
of which were well grown and well ripened, 
conclusively showing, this cold season, the 
adaptation of the Saco valley to this valua- 
ble Maine crop. A trace grown by Ralph 
Kay of the large eight rowed variety was 
as fine a sample as can be shown any year 
by any grower. 

There were7 samples of butter, all well 
put up and all of good quality. A fine 
sample was shown by Mrs. ©. H. Hill, 
Buxton, who also showed a sample of fine 
cheeseof her own make, and with pride 
claims that she has a family of girls who 
can do as well in this line.

I was greatly interested in reading Cla- 
rissa Potter’s article on the discipline of 
children. She asks, “Who conquered?” I 
don't know. But 1 can tell you, Clarissa, 
the right conquered that time and the 
angels laughed. Nothing is truer in our 
intercourse with children than that love 
ets love and hatred begets hatred. Said 
alady tome not long since,*l do not 
know as any child was ever so wicked as I 
was; for when tather whipped me, which 
he never did but once or twice, | felt as 
though I wished he were dead, and had I 
been big enough | could have helped kill 
him, my passion was so great.” Many 
who read this can testify to a similar feel- 
ing, when in childhood they were punjshed. 
it is a well established fact that the ex- 
ercise of a faculty or propensity serves to 
strengthen it; therefore we can see that 
if a child is whipped often, the old adage 
holds true, ‘*You whip two devils in, while 
you are whipping one out.” Let no one 
think by this that itis not best to restrain 
or punish a child, 1 can only differ in the 
manner adopted. Many parents do not 
seem to understand that .children should 
be taught to govern themselves. Let me 
illustrate a case. 

A mother is very much hurried about 
her work and wishes to have some raisins 
looked over. ‘There is no one but the little 
five year old child todo it, so she says, 
*Come, Johnny, poor mother is so hurried 
that she won’t get time to look these raisins 
over, 80 you will be a smart little boy and 
do it for me, then I will give you some to 
eat. I believe in nine cases out of ten the 
child will look the raisins over without 
eating one. But supposing, since he is so 
young and his mind is weak, he may not 
be able to resist the temptation of eating 
a few, then by all means do not whip him, 
else he will do the same thing in a slyer 
way next time. Wait till the time comes 
to put him in bed; then after he has said 
his little prayer, und you are alone with 
him, teil him how much you love him, how 
good you want him to be, so that every- 
body will love and be kind to him; then 
tell him how sorry you are that you cannot 
trust him; tell him also that God knows 
all he does or says, and that one day if he 
is good and honest he will go toa beautiful 
country where there are only good boys who 
have pretty ponies and silver trumpets and 
everything that they wish fur to make 
them happy. A story like this will make 
the little heart throb with happy anticipa- 
tion and the child will resolve to be good. 

All children are fond of playing with 
water. I once saw a little child pusha 
chair up to the sink, climb up into it and 
commence playing in a wash-dish of water. 
His mother noticed it and said, ‘Get right 
down Willie or you will wet your sleeves.” 
But the little fellow replied, **My hands are 
just as dirty as they can be.” ‘Then said 
the mother, **Wash them quickly and get 
down.” The child did as he was bid. 

I could not help thinking how many 
mothers would have rushed up and jerked 
him down, saying, “If everi see you do 
that again | will whip you.” In this case 
the child was taught to govern himself. — 

If mothers could only know the influence 
they exert over their children before they 
are seven years old, lam sure they would 
try, even though their nerves seemed strung 
almost beyond control, to govern them- 
selves and be more careful how they speak 
and act toward their little ones whom God 
has so graciously given into their keeping. 

If mothers would only realize that their 
greatest mission in life is to train their 
children so as to make them good and 
happy men and women, they would be 
more patient and thoughtful. 

There is an hour in every day when 
the little heart is susceptible and the 
mother’s words sink deeper and last longer 
than in later years. Let her not lose this 
golden opportunity to influence him to 
good lest in after years she mourn over her 
ruined child.
